MOROCCO. 

While, of course, it is impossible for anyong 
to foreshadow with certainty the outcome of 
the Morocco imbroglio, the chances are that 
the position established under the recent 
Anglo-French Agreement will be upheld. Minor 
concessions may be made to further soothe 
Germany's ruffled amour propre, but such 
concessions must of necessity be of a very 


"| trivial character. The latest diplomatic trouble 


has not arisen so much from any attempt on 
the part of Great Britain, France, Spain, Aus- 
tria and Italy to interfere with Germany's 
rights or trade (such as it is) with Mane 
It is the outcome of a momentary slip of 
memory such as caused the late Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill after the most dramatic inci- 
dent in his dramatic career to murmur that 
“he had forgotten Goschen.” In similar case 
Lord Lansdowne and M. Delcassé forgot von 
Balow—or rather his master—when the now 
historic agreement between Great Britain and 
France was being prepared 

There was little likelihood that France would 
attempt under the terms of the Anglo-French 
Agreement to convert Morocco into a conve- 
nient extension of her great North African . 
province Of Algeria. For one thing the Moroc- - 
cans, however much they may squabble among 
themselves, have a habit of gombining force: 
against. the alien invader, and as practically 
every man out of the five million inhabitants 
is a natural soldier, surcharged with fanaticism 
aod unlimited pluck, even such a Power as 
France, with a Colonial army well accustomed 
to desert fighting and tactics, would hesitate 
to attempt the conquest of such a people. Tha 
real object of the Anglo-French Agreement 
was the maintenance of the integrity of 
Morocco, and it was only when this fact became 
apparent that Germany felt hurt. 

For years past the Kaiser has been angling 
for a chance to establish some sort of a base in 
the Mediterranean. His trip to Palestine, his 
friendship with the Sultan of Tarkey, his trips 
up and down that sea on various occasions 
have all been made with the object of finding 
some excuse which will allow him to grab or 
lease some corner Germany can call her own. : 
The absurdity ot having a navy which cannot 
steam @ couple of thousand knots froma homa 
port and return to the Fatherland without 
having to coal through the courtesy of some 
other Power has doubtless struck many other 
Germans besides their Warlord. An interest- 
ing object-lesson in the fatility of possessing ¢ 
warships without the necessary naval bases 
dotted all over the earth was afforded the 
Teuton when Germany sent her “fleet” to the 
Far East at the time of the Boxer troubles. 
This fleet was coaled, victualled and watered 
by the courtesy of Great Britain from Dover 
to the China Seas, and this humiliating spec- 
tacle was not lost upon such a master of 
diplomatic stagecraft as the Kaiser. 

There is no question but that he had marked 
out some spot—perhaps a couple— on the 
Moroccan coast for his own, and he had hopes 
that he might with ordinary luck obtain small 
land leases in Palestine and in the Persian 
Gulf from Turkey in due course. But these 
latter concessions, desirable though they might 
be, would be useless without the intermediate 
stage between the nearest German port and 
the Near East which a foothold in Morocco 
would afford him. And such a foothold became 
impossible as long as the Anglo-French Agree- 
ment lasts. 

The Kaiser has succeeded in bringing about 
M. Delcassé’s retirement from an office which 
he held for a record number of years and filled 
with ability and discretion. The retirement of 
this strong Minister, however, does not neces- 
sarily mean a reversal of [France's policy. 
Should the Kaiser decide to push his interven- 
tion in the Moroccan business to the furthest 
extreme—in other. words, should he persist, in 
bringing about the International Convention’ 
to discuss the affairs and fature of Morocoo— 
he may succeed in achieving a result which 
one does not care to name,

And 
iy this book Harry Vardon shows that he is as 

\-at preaching as at practice. As ai instrac- 
‘or he is detailed but lucid. Thoroughly as he 
oes into the qdestion of grip, stance, swing, 
cad the correct use of each club, his explana- 
‘jong never become involved,and are materially 
belped out by a number of excellent reprodac- 
tions of the author performing the strokes not 
ouly in the right but also, by way of awful 
illustration, in the wrong way. These latter 
poses, we hasten to add, Vardon found it 
“most inconvenient and, difficult” to assume. 
But they wear a fairly familiar look, somehow. 

Vardon addresses himself to an audience 
alike of beginners and of proficients. Hae 
keeps the “fancy” strokes in a separate cate- 
gory, however. To:the beginner he is at the 
same time encouraging and depressing. It 
is never too late to start. Bven at forty 
or forty-five we can reach scratch or very 
near it, but—at least three months’ persis- 
tent and laborious practice isa sine gud non. 
As « shining example be points to Mr. 
Balfour as having, it is stated, “spent a 
miserable fortnight in bunkers only, learning 
how to get out of them from every possible 
position.” It is interesting to hear that in 
Vardon’s opinion the Premier isnowa very 
good and steady player, and might be still 
better but for Parliamentary cares. 

Which is the master stroke in golf | That is 
another very interesting point on which he 
records his opinion. He awards the palm to 
none of the ordinary shots, however perfect. 
‘fhe greatest is the stroke to which a big pull 

r slice is intentionally applied for the accom: 
plishment of a specific purpose, which could 
nut be achieved in any other way. 

“T call it the master shot because, to ac- 
complish it with any certainty and perfection, 
it is so difficult even to the experienced golfer, 
because it calls for the most absolute command 
over the clab and every nerve and sinew of 
the body, and the courageous heart of the trae 
sportsman whom no difficulty may daunt, and 
because, when properly done, it is a splendid 
thing to see, and fora certainty results in 
material gain to the mab who played it.” 

'The best course in the world, in Vardon’s 
estimation, is Sandwich. He acknowledges 
that be is at variance here with many of the 
best authorities on the game, bat he gives 
good reasons’ for his choice. Prestwick and 
Hoylake he puts next, but his verdict on St. 
Andrews, passed, of course, before the recent 
championships, is one of distinotly modified 
praise. It is “a good course generally, but its 
bunkers are badly placed.” And here the 
author is certainly not alone in his opinion. 

lo the lighter portion of his book, which, we 
must add, is written in really admirable style, 
Vardon has collected a number of delightful 
golf aneedot.c, with comparatively few chest- 
nots among them. His visit to America in 
1900, when he won the American Champion- 
ship, was notable, among other things, for the 
achievements of the reporters, who, true to 
their tradition of sensationalism, announced, 
une that he “carried away the green with his 
drive,” another that he “‘dropped dead at the 
hole.” Pacts, however, were as queer as fiction 
in some parts of the trip. On one Florida 
course men with sticks had to be kept con- 
stantly employed on the greens to keep the 
locusts off the lines of the putts ! 

Bat the best stories are to be found in the 
chapter “Concerning Caddies.” There was a 
busy day onjone occasion at North Berwick, 
when all the regular caddies were out, and 
fishermen were drafted into the service. A 
well-known player engaged one of them, though 
the recruit acknowledged that he only knew 
very little of the game. 

“This player happened to be left-handed, 
and took up his stance on the first tee sccord- 
ingly, whereupon the son of the sea at once 
adopted the part of tutor, and with some 
warmth and show of contempt exclaimed 
loudly, ‘I diana ken much aboot the game, 
E~t ye dinna keen a wee bit. Mon, ye're stand- 
ing on the wrong side of the baw! Awa’ to 
_ the other side?” 

More disconcerting and less amusing (to the 
player) was the following experience :— 

“Two golfers of some Highland celebrity were 
playing a match one day at Laffness, andafter 
a bard round they came to the eighteenth tee 
all syoare and but this one hole to play. At 
this critical stage of the game the caddie of one 
of them approached his master and nervously 
whispered to him, ‘Please sir, wad ye do your 
very best here, for there's money on this 
mateb.’ And the golter did try to do his very 
best indeed, but he pressed and he foozled, and 
he Jost the hole and the match. Syiiipathetically 
he turned to his caddie to ask him what was 
the amountof the lost wager that he might 
pay it for him and soften his disappointment. 
‘It waa a penny, sir,’ said the boy.” 

Mr. Balfour figares in more than one plea- 
sant little incident. 

“He has a remarkable memory forthe caddies 
who have served him, aud once, when on the 
tee, just about to engage in « foursome, he re- 
cognised one of his opponenta’ caddies as @ boy 
who on a former occasion had carried his own 
clubs, and he nodded to him kindly, Natarally 
the éaddie was immensely pleased, and turn: 
ing to one of his colleagues he remarked, ‘Ye

Vardon has much that is interesting to tell, 
too, in the way of reminiscence and of his 
observations in great matches. And whatever 
he has to say he says well. It is a book worthy 
of a placa in the library of every golfer.

A SEA KING’S GALLEY. 


Simultaneoasly with the recovery of the 
body of an Alpine guide which has been for a 
quarter of a century baried in the ice and snow, 
other searchers have had to abindon the 
attempt to recover the treasure lost in a British 
ship in the Lower Elbe forty years ago. There is 
in the university at Christiania a vessel which 
has endured better than either of these relics 
of tragedy. It is the galley of a Viking lord 
which, buried in a mound near the seashore 
a thousand years ago, was brought to light, 
perfectly. preserved, fiveand-twenty years ago, 
at Gokstad, Sandetjord, Norway. In it they 
had deposited the remains of the Viking, to 
await the last pipe to pot to sea. Nearly 
eighty feet in length, with places for thirty- 
two oarsmen, the vessel was as fit to take the 
sea as when she was built. They had buried 
her in the blue clay, which had acted the 
part of preserver as well as ice could have 
done.
